24. (New) The system according to claim 22, wherein the entry includes time 
information and type information. 

25 . (New) The system according to claim 24, wherein the type information includes 
engine start. 

26. (New) The system according to claim 24, wherein the type information includes 
out of gate. 
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27. (New) The system according to claim 24, wherein the type information includes 
engine stop. 

28. (New) The system according to claim 24, wherein the type information includes 
extended stop. 

29. (New) The system according to claim 24, wherein the type information includes 
low battery. 

30. (New) The system according to claim 24, wherein the type information includes 
back to bam.
